SUMMARY OF REASONS FOR VAN REPLACEMENT 


The van to be replaced is no longer cost effective to operate. So far in the year 1996, we 
have spent a total of $2379.51 on repairs. In 1995, the cost of repairs on this vehicle was

The CSO Program was established to oversee and coordinate combined sewer related activities that affect 
river water quality in effort to comply with Federal and State environmental requirements. This is 
accomplished through the implementation of the City's Combined Sewer System Operational Plan 
(CSSOP). The CSSOP, required by an Administrative Order from the US EPA, documents both old and 
new activities necessary to meet the EPA’s “Nine Minimum Controls”. Regular inspection of CSO 
Outfalls and inspection of inflow, infiltration, and river inflow sources is a necessary component of better 
managing our sewer system and meeting the EPA’s requirements. The two trucks will be used by staff to 
perform inspections and carry necessary equipment.
